Bill Will Be Opposed on Floor, 
but No Organized Cam- 
paign Is Believed 
Possible Now.

Howard Mallory, Colored, Encounters 
Mr. and Mrs. Daniel McKillen as 
They Are Going Home in West Mad- 
isin Street from the Theater—His 

Language Is Resented and He 
Wounds the Husband Dangerously 
—Mob Threatens Assailant. 


Scores of men and women in West Madison 
street, returning from the theaters last 
night, were terror-stricken by the sight of a 
negro firing a revolver, hit ormiss, at a group 
of pedestrians who had just reached San- 
gamon street. 
armed by a policeman, one man was proba- 
bly fatally shdt, and the prisoner was badly 
beaten by excited men in the erqwd that had 
gathered about him. Threats ‘of lynching 


were made; and the policeman was compelled | 


to wield his club vigorously to beat off the 
leaders of the crowd, who were attempting 
to wrest the man from him. 


Walking with His Wife. 


The wounded man was Daniel McKillen, 


414 West Madison street, who, with his wife 


‘and Mr. and Mrs. George Turner of the same 


number, was returning from the Bijou Thea- 
ter. McKillen was taken to the County Hos- 
pital. His condition is critical. 

The negro who fired the shots was Howard’ 
Mallory, a porter in a laundry at 518 West 
Madison street, and living at 113 Law ave- 
nue. 
Hospital, where the injuries inflicted by the 
crowd were attended to. Then he was taken 
to the Desplaines Street Station. 


Resents Insulting Language. 

MeKillen is an electrician. He and his 
wife and Mr, and Mrs. Turner were at San- 
gamon street when Mallory, who was in- 
toxicated, reeled against the group. Mrs, 
McKillen was knocked to the selbst and 
then was assisted to her feet by her husbe 

‘No apology was made by the ef i 
who turned and denounced the fot 
colliding with him. For a few moments no 
‘attention was paid him, but as he became. 
profane McKillen struck him in-the face and 


“knocked him to the ground. The two men 


and women then’ walked away. 
They had gone but a few feet when Mal- 
lery arose, drew a revolver from his pocket, 


and began firing at them. At the first shot | 


McKillen dropped to the sidewalk and 


rolled, groaning toward the street. 


Shoots at Another Man. 

A. J. Caldo of 322 West Monroe street, a 
passenger agent of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul line, ran from a fruit store ‘in 
front of which the colored man was standing 


’ and attempted to wrest the weapon from his 


hand. The revolver was then pointed at 
Caldo and two shots passed close to his 
head. By rare chance he escaped by running 


- back into the shop. 


Mallory then fired the remaining shots -to- 
wards a larger group,’among whom Turner, 
Mrs. Turner, and Mrs. McKillen had sought 
safety. Policeman William Methe, who had 
heard the shooting; ran to the scene and 
grappled with the half-mad negro. er 


Crowd Tries to Mob Him. 

A hand to hand encounter then ensued, in 
which the policeman was compelled to beat 
his prisoner vigorously before he would 
surrender the weapon. When Mallory was 
overpowered a great crowd that had gath- 
ered about the wounded man demanded that 
the assailant be dealt with summarily, and 
he was attacked with fists and canes and 
his face was scratched by some wome¢n who 
were leaders in the throng gathered about 
him. The crowd was beaten off*by the po- 
liceman, who dragged his prisoner toa patrol 
box. and sent him ‘to the County Hospital tn 
the same wagon ao the wounded elec- 
trician. 

Mrs. McKillen at the 
sight of her wounded husband and was at- 
tended by a physician. For some time it 
was believed that other persons in the 
crowded street had been wounded, but no 
others could: be found. é 

Mallory is 83 years old,and has been em- 
ployed in the Munger laundry for a year. 
He has no police record. The uniform of 
Policeman Methe was badly torn inp the 
struggle with his prisoner and the crowd 
eae his face badly bruised.

The way the accident happaned at Shost- 
er Island was this.

** That ary-owner of silver bullion may de- 
posit the same at the mint'in the Philippine 
Islands, to be,coined as. herein before pro- 
vided. Silver bullion brought to the mint of 
thé Philippine Islands for coinage shall be 
received and coined by the proper officers for 
the benefit of the depositors: Provided, that 
it shall be lawful to refuse at the mint any 
deposit of less than $100, and also any bullion 
so base as to be unsuitable for the operations 
of the mint; and, provided also, that when 
gold is combined with ‘said bullion in-such 
small proportion that it cannot be separated 
advantageously no allowance shall be made 
for such gold to the depositor.” 


Silver Dollar as Legal Tender. 

-The silver dollar is made ailegal tender in 
the Phitippines. ‘There is'a further require- 
‘ment that the depositor‘of bullion to be 
coined shall be required to pay one cent for 
cach piéce coined. Authority is given for 
the coinage at San Francisco at the request 
‘of the Philippine government of silver doaliars - 
authorized by theiact, but it is required that 
the silver coined at the San Francisco mint 
shall -have been produced in the United 
States. Silver certificates of not less than 
-$10/in denomination are ‘authorized. 

Authority is also given for the coinage of 
a subsidiary Philippine coinage, consisting of 
half dollars and of 20-cent and 10-cent pieces. . 
This coinage is. to be conducted under the 
authority of the Philippine government w'th 
the approval of the Secretary of War of the 
United States, dnd there ts a provision that 
the dollar$and subsidiary coins issued under 
Spanish authority may be recoined into sub- 
‘sidiary coins by the Philippine government 
without consultingsthe Secretary of War.

MARCH LOSS RATIO ‘sHOWS 
PROFITS ON BUSINESS. 


Chicago Managers Expect to Feel Bein | 
efit of Twenty-five Per Cent Ad- 
vance Which Went Into Effect Dur- 
ing the Month—Last Week's Losses 
Lightest of Year—Deering Harves- 
ter Company Places Big Line of In- 
‘surance on Street. 


Although March shows an improvement 
over the preceding months of the year, large- 


ly through the absence of heavy conflagra-. 


tion losses, the fires are still above the profit 
line. Chicago managers agree that the 
March loss ratio will average between 60 
and 70 per cent in the West, which means a 
loss on the business done. From now on 
they expect to feel the benefit of the 25 per 
cent advance which went into effect during 
the month, although it is estimated that, 
spread over the entire volume of business, 
it will amount to only about a 6 per cent in- 
crease. 

Last week's losses w the lightest of the 
year so far, being $1,500,000, there being 
but one loss of over $100,000. On Sunday, 
however, a $300,000 fire was reported in Ok- 
lahoma, which was, y enough, the only 
field in the West exempted from the recent 
advance. It Had been profitable heretofore, 
but that one fire burned up more than ha 
the premiums of the year. 

For years the insurance of the Deering. 
Harvester company has been in the mutuals,‘ 
and the company has been active in encour- 
aging other large manufacturers to go into 
.them. Now, however, Case, Shepherd & Co. 
are plaeing over a million of their line on 
the ‘stregt.

DEATH RATE SHOWS INCREASE! 


Health Department Credits Larger Mor- 
tality to the Unusual Weather 
for the Season. 


At.the.close of last week there had bcen 
6,638 deaths from all causes recorded by the 
Health department since the first of the year 

An excess of 608, or 10 per cent more, in the 
actual number, and 6% per cent more in pro- 
portion to population, than for the corre- 

_ Sponding period of 1901. Unusual weather 
for the season is the reason given by the 
weekly bulletin for the increased mortality, 
and little encouragement for improvement 
ig offered for the present month. 

“It ig only by comparing our own condi- 
tion,” continues the bulletin, ‘‘ with that of 
our nearest-rival that the department is able 
to extract any satisfaction out of the present 
public health situation. The death rate of 
Chicago since the first of the year has been 
15.12 per thousand per annum; that of New 
York City has been 21.87, or 44 per cent 
greater. 

“ The smallpox statistics are even more 
“gatisfactory. During this period there were 
» O73 cases and 118 deaths from smalipox in 
New York and 106 cases and one death from 
the disease in Chicago. The figures. speak 
volumes for the department’s methods in 
dealing with smallpox—miore than five times 
@s many cases and 118 times more deaths in 
New York, with less than twice the popula 
tion of Chicago. 

-“ The 544 deaths recorded last week were | 
Only nine in excess of the number of the 
previous week, but 115 more than in the 
corresponding week a year ago. Diphtheria 
deaths are double the number of the pre- 
vious week and four times.as many as in 
the week of 1901.
